Isaac, after acting as representative

for California in a conference witm
the horticultural aauthorities of Mex-
ico, has ust reported that he has dis-
covered that six and perhaps more
states in Mexico are harboring a foe of
of oranges which there is reason to
dread if it sbould be permitted to en:

He reports that he found that thous-
ands of oranges and mangoes have
been destroyed by the Mexioans in an
attempt to eradicate the orange mag-
got, which has occasioned much dam-
age. The orange maggot proceeds from
the ends of the insect known as the
Trypeta Ludens. The fecundity of this
insect is something astonishing.
